While giving attention to 
other subjects this one should 
not be neglected. Anything 
that God has planned is 
worthy of our notice.

His wisdom is beyond com- 
prehension by the human 
family. He has provided 
every thing necessary, and 
for the best interests of His 
children. The provision He 
has made for pastors of 
churches is not exceptional. 

Pastors cannot exist with- 
~ out churches, and truly 
churches cannot exist very 
| long without pastors. One 
M--is largely dependent upon 
. the other for its existence, as 
} well as happiness and _pros- 
perity. A pastor that isa 
real pastor can hardly be 
scontent without he is in 
that position, any more than 
an evangelist can be content 
Jf he is not evangelizing. 


In His wise economy God 
has provided for both evan- 
t3* gelists and pastors. It is the 
duty of evangelists to herald 
the gospel and get people 

_ » saved, and itis the duty of 
4 the pastor to feed and nour- 
ish them and keep, them 
saved. A few people have 
adouble gift apparently. 
They can evangelize and 
then take care of those whom 
they are instrumental in sav- 
ing. And some pastors are 
good evangelists, but usually 
the two gifts seem to be sep- 
arate, soit 1s very seldom 
that both the gifts are pos- 
sessed by one person.. 

The Bible describes both 
« goed and bad pastors. There 
are some that scatter the 
} flock, while there are others 
} that feed and care for them 
i =6©sothey grow and become 
4, strong. When a man dis- 
fa = chvers that he is scattering 
#) his flock, and the number is 
‘i constantly decreasing, and 
* » those that remain are appar- 

ently growing weaker all the 
i; tim, it is time for that pastor 
| to either mend his ways or 
i = change his position. 
To this class of pastors 
Lhe God says through the mouth

of the prophetJeremiah, “Ye 
have scattered my flock, and 
driven them away, and have 
not visited them: behold, I 
will visit upon you the evil 
of your doings, saith the 
Lord.” And again through 
the mouth of Ezekiel God 
says, “The diseased have ye 
not strengthened, neither 
have ye healed that which 
was sick, neither have ye 
bound up that which was 
broken, neither have ye 
brought again that which 
was driven away, neither 
have ye sought that which 
was lost; but with force and 
with cruelty have ye ruled 
them. And they were scat- 
tered.” 


[ have no special pastor in 
mind that has been guilty of 
the above imputation, but 
when we are made to see 
what the inefficient pastor 
will do, and that God is 
against sucha one, it will 
make us more determined to 
stay on the opposite side as 
far away as possible. A good 
pastor will do his best to 
gather in, instead of scatter. 

He willconstantly increase 
his flock instead of diminish 
the number. He will have 
them to grow stronger in- 
stead of weaker. He will 
visit them and look after 
their needs instead of neg- 
lecting them. He will bring 
back those who have wan- 
dered away. He will rescue 
those that have been taken 
captive by the devil and lost. 
Yea,he will sometimes leave 
the ninety and nine that are 
safe and go in search of the 
one that has gone astray. He 
will get that one on his 
houlder and carry it back 
to the fold, and cause much 
rejoicing by so doing, Luke 
15:4-6. Of the good pas- 
tors Jeremiah says that they 
“shall feed you with knowl- 
edge and understanding.” 

It is no little thing to be a 
pastor when we _ consider 
what they are for and how 
they are to proceed. The 
apostle Paul shows thata 
part of their duty is to per- 





tect thesaints. This beiug 
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the case he has todo with 
many impertections among 
his flock. Such as this will 
give him much concern, so 
he will try to study the na- 
ture of each individual, and 
try to meet the needs of each 
one, so as to lead them on to 
perfection. The members 
must be edified, and it is 
perfectly natural for each 
one to depend upon their 
shepherd for this kind of 
help. 

Preaching is only a small 
part of the work of the pas- 
tor. Of course, there must 
be some preaching and 
teaching, but that is not all. 
The sick are to be visited 
and prayers offered up for 
them, and they must be 
healed by the power of God. 

It is also important for the 
members who have good 
health to be visited. The 
pastor should visit 
home ‘and every member. 
Not merely to make calls, or 
for social purposes, but to 
give them a chance to tell 
him of their grief and trou- 
bles, and to pray for them, 
No pastor should let his time 
of service expire without 
having visited and prayed 
in every home, unless the 
members live in some other 
town or quite a distance 
away. Then when they are 
thus separated from the reg- 
ular place of worship he 
should keepin touch with 
them by correspondence. 
They need his help and 
sympathy all the more. If 
his memership is too large 
for this, then he should en- 
list some help and have it 
done. 

It is not enough for a pastor 
to go to his place of meet- 
ing once or twice a month 
and preach on Sunday and 
then return home. This 


alone is not true pastoral! 


work. The precious lambs, 
and even some of the sheep 
folder ones) will dwindle 
aw.y and die under the care 
of that kind of a pastor. If 
the work of a pastor is worth 
doing at all, it is worth doing 
well. Paul cared for the 
church at Ephesus for two 
years, and in his description 
of his labors there he says, “I 
kept back nothing that was 
profitable unto you, but have 
shewed you, and have taught 
you publicly, and from house 
to house.” Acts 20:20. This 
shows the house to house 
work of the pastor. 


In his visitations it is often 
very prfitable for the pastor 
to visit other homes in hie 
path besides those of his 
members. Much good has 
been. accomplished in this 
way. When I was pastor of a 
certain church several years 
ago in the country, I oten 
stopped at every housed as I 
came to them. I would pray 
with them and invite them 
to Sunday school and meet- 
ing. Asa result, when Sun- 
dav came the house would 
be tull and the members 
would be much inspired to 
see so many outsiders show- 
ing an interest in the truth. 
Another important duty of 
a pastor isto pray. I know 
aman that used to visit and 
pray in the homes nearly all 
day, and then take up each 
one of his members; and 
those he visited, and pray for 


every}them separately as well as 


collectively nearly all night. 
I well remember one in- 
stance where this person 
stopped over night in a home 
in his field of labor, and after 
praying for the family all re- 
tired to rest. There was 
not a Christian in the home. 
It wasa large family and 
several grown up boys and 
girls besides the parents. 
There was no sleep for the 
preacher. He quietly arose 
from the bed and knelt be- 
side it and lingered in pray- 
er for the family till late in 
the night or early moraing. 
At the revival that followed 
soon after, the patents and 
all the older children were 
saved. 


I call to mind another in- 
stance ofa certain pastor 
that had been laboring hard 
for several weeks and all 
seemed almost a failure. At 
last he gave himself to earn- 
est continued prayer. One 
night he was in an agony of 
prayer all night, or until the 
streaks of morning dawn 
could be seen in the east. 
He then retired fora few 
minutes’ sleep, and he had 
scarcely been sleeping an 
hour when he was awak- 
ened by acall at the door. 
It was a call forthe preacher. 
He hastily arose and on 
looking out he saw the va- 
cant lot around the meeting 
house covered with horses 
and vehicles. The people 
for miles around had been 
mysteriously awakened and 
felt a strange drawing toward 
the village. They came not 





knowing why they came. 
He hurried out to the 
church house and found it 
packed with people. The 
whole vallage was in a stir. 
His time had come. The 
message was delivered. 
Conviction fell in torrents 
and the glory of salvation 
flooded the place for weeks. 
Hundreds were saved. What 
was the cause of all this? 
The pastor had gotten hold 
on Godin prayer and the 
mighty results followed.God 
gives grace to the honest, 
humble, sincere and obe- 


‘dient shepherd. 


The pastor must not only 
love his members, but he 
must know how to show 
that love. When one 
goes wrong he should not 
scold and seek to turn him 
out of the chureh, but he 
must ‘‘weep o’er the erring 
one,” and break their hearts 
with love, A days few since 
a dear brother told me how 
unworthy he felt at one 
time, because of the love I 
had shown him when he had 
failed. I seemed to be un- 
conscious of it atthe time, I 
did not force myself to do it, 
but it was the work of the 
Holy Ghost. 


A certain man I could 
name, had given but little at- 
tention to salvation or relig- 
ion. A man with whom! 
am personally acquainted 
met him on the street one 
day and just loved him. I 
learned afterwards that that 
man was a changed man 
from that hour, and remain- 
ed so till his dying day, ac- 
cording to the testimonies of 
those who knew him. Be- 
fore he passed away he 
repuested that I hold his fun- 
eral service. I knew but 
little about the man except 
what I gathered from others, 
but there was something sat- 
isfying about that funeral 
service. 

Pastors, if ‘there is one 








thing above another you 
should do, it is to love your 
members and all that you 
mingle with. Besides lov- 
ing, you needto get into 
such close relationship with 
Jesus that you will be able 
to unconsciously show your 
love. If you have to force 
yourself to show it the effect 
will not be so good. This 
love must be without partial-
